This is Supposed to Be the 


Basis of General Miles' 


Recent Statements 


That the War ia the Philippines 


Has Been Conducted With 


Marked Severity— Contains 


Severe Reflection. 


Washington, April 9. — Secretary 


Root transmitted to the senate com- 
mittee on the Philippine Islands a 
copy of the report of the civil gover- 
nor of Tayabas, •which, is said to have 
been the principal basis of Lieutenant 
General Miles' statement in iis letter 
to the president that the war'ia the 
Philippines had been conducted with 
"marked severity." The report con- 
tains severe reflections on the con- 
duct of military affairs in the prov- 
ince of Tayabas. It is accompanied 
by a statement from Governor Taft 
explaining why he had not felt at lib- 
erty to tell the committee about the 
T&yabss report when !he was giving 
his testimony about Philippine affairs. 
Th-a secretary a-130 furnished the com- 
mittee other correspondence in regard 
to the matter, including a cablegram 
to General Choffee direc-ting him to 
investigate and report on the charges. 
The •withholding of these reports from 
the senate military committee sub- 
jected tire secretary ^•a criticism by 
ths minority members.

GOVERNMENT 


Of the Philippines the Seat 


of a Measure 


Wfcicfa Was Finally Perfected by 


Members of the Insular 


Committee. 


Washington, April 9. — The house 


b!i! eetat'Jisaing civil government in 
the Philippines was finally perfected 
by the Republican members of the ia- 
solar committee. The till is unlike 
that of the senate in that it provides 
a complete form of civil gorernznent 
for the islands, to go into effect when 
the war ternainates, the provisions be- 
ing as follows: "The president shall 
authorize th,« Philippine commission 
to call a general election for the 
choice of delegates to a popular as- 
sembly of the <p«ople of >th& Philippine 
Islands, to be known as- the Philippine 
assembly." It is further provided that 
all ths legislative power shall - then 
be vested in two houses—the Philip- 
pine commission and the Philippine as- 
sembly. Provision is made for talcing 
the eens-js within 30 days after the 
promulgation, of peace. For the pur- 
chase of the friar lands- the Mil makes 
provision for th« issuance of insular 
bonds at 5 per cent interest, payable 
In gold, the total amount not being 
specified. 


IMPORTANT 


Tariff Ruling Made by Sec- 


retary Root. 


Washington. April 9. — Secretary 


Root has issued instructions to Acting 
Civil Governor Luke Wright of tiie 
Philippine Islands to give effect to 
that part of the Philippine tariff act 
which provides for a rebate of the 
export duties on goods shipped from 
the Philippines into the United States.

Marconi is not prepared to say, but he 
bias no difficulty In finding plenty of 
vibrations sufficiently separated along 
the scale to give aa Indefinite number 
of frequencies available for different 
and independent sets of Instruments.

a ship—any ship, a sailing vessel, for 
instance—carrying an apparatus pow- 
erful enough to send messages thou- 
sands of miles?' 


"No, there woulcJ be no difficulty." 
"As far as developing the necessary 


energy is concerned there would tie no 
trouble in Captain Bernier's taking, as 
I hear he proposes to do, a wireless 
telegraph transmitter on liis proposed 
trip to the north pole?" 


"No; the energy required could easily 


be developed." 


So soon as he has established his 


transatlantic system Mr. Marconi will 
attack the problem of sending mes- 
sages long distances overland, -which 
he believes to be perfectly practicable, 
but requiring more force for the same 
distance than over the sea. 


Vnen Mr. Marconi was questioned 


about the epeed of transmission by 
•wireless telegraphy, he replied: 


''Twenty-two words a minute. That, 


of course, is the record on relatively 
short iines. But I see no reason why 
•we should not send practically just as 
fast on oceanic lines. la the experi- 
ments on the Philadelphia no attempt 
was made to attain speed. That was 


" not our object, and no preparations for 


such a test \vere made. But there is 
no difficulty about speed." 


Further -confirmation of the claim 


that ilarconigrams cannot be stolen 
•was supplied by the operator of the 
•wireless system on the TJmbria, Daniel 
Collins, which recently arriTed Ja New 
York. To a reporter he said: 


"The Philadelphia was ahead of us 


all the way across, so that we were be- 
tween her and the station from which 
she was receiving her record messages, 
yet they passed us by without giving 
us any indication of what was going 
on. and, as fax as any chance of inter- 
cepting them was concerned, our re- 
ceiver was useless."

Barnyard manure supplies organic 


matter, but is often beyond the reach 
of tho orchardist. 


Probably the ideal system of orchard, 


managoiaent includes clean tillage and 
a cover crop ill the annual programme. 


'Effects 
of tillage ami of cover crops 


are similar in many respects, but while 
both tend ta make plant food available 
the cover crop may actually add to tho 
store. 


Tha cover crop prevented frost from 


penetrating the ground deeper than sis- 
teen inches as compared to twenty-one 
inches on bare ground. 


The percentage of water in cover 


cropped ground compared favorably 
with bare uncultivated ground in Iowa 
and New York. 


Tho texture of the soil and subsoil is 


much improved by the burrowing hab- 
its of the earthworm and the penetrat- 
ing character of clover roots. 


The cover crop prevents 
surface 


washing and injurious erosion of ur- 
chard lands. 


A comparison of the fertilizing quali- 


ties of the clovers, cowpea. and hairy 
vetch placed the last far in the lead, 
with alfalfa and mammoth clover sec- 
ond and third in manttriui value. 


Ilairy vetch appears to be a valuable 


leguminous plant for cover crop pur- 
poses. It is hardy, deep rooting, grows 
at low temperatures and produces a 
dense mat of vegetation on the surface- 
of The ground. 


Cowpea is particularly valuable for 


a system of semicultivation and us part 
of a combination crop. 


Of the nitrogen consumers rye and 


buckwheat are of most importance. 
Oats are favorably spoken of in some 
parts of the country. 


Certain mixtures are used to advan- 


tage. 
Alfalfa, mammoth clover and 


turnips have given satisfaction, but 
oats and crimson clover do not suc- 
ceed.
